London, March 3.—Scattering re¬ 
ports to the newspapers indicate that 
the situation in India is causing in¬ 
creasing anxiety to the authorities, 
particularly in the Punjab and the 
United Provinces of Bengal. 

There is said to be danger in Ben¬ 
gal that the members of the old re¬ 
volutionary party will take control r f 
the political movement out of the 
hands of the Nationalist Congress 
party, owing to tho anger of tho ex¬ 
tremists at the postponement of civil 
disobedience. 

The Daily Telegraph shows that 
agitation is growing in all the above- 
named districts, where the situation 
is getting more and more out of the 
control of the authorities. 

Gandhi. 

The report of the impending arrest 
of Mohandas K. Gandhi, Nou-Co- 
Operationist leader, is reiterated. 

The Dally Mall says the Prince of 
Wales has abandoned his intention 
to visit Amritsar, where toops fired 
on agitators in April, 1919. killing 3F0 
persons. The reason for tho alter¬ 
ation in the Prince’s plans is not 
stated. 

Rumor in London. 

London, March 3.—The Evening 
News to-day publishes what it 
characterizes as “an absurd rumor” 
which ia being persistently repeated 
in London that the Prince of Wales 
was shot at in India. Officials hero 
knew nothing of any such incident. 

The latest report from India says 
the Prince left Satwarl to-day for 
Peshawar. 


Montreal, March 8.—Returning of¬ 
ficers who presided in the twelve 
Montreal divisions during the last 
Federal general election are now up 
in arms over their failure to receive 
a settlement of their bills from the 
Federal Government. The average 
account of each returning officer is 
Approximately $2,000 and they arc 
being disputed by the Auditor-Gen¬ 
eral on the ground that they are ex¬ 
cessive and not baaed on tho tariff 
outlined in the Elections Act.

Washington, March 3.—(Canadian Press)— Secretary of Cora- 
merce Hoover this morning directed the Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce to investigate as to what products of the

March 3.—Wednesday, 
March 8, is the date set by Premier 
Lloyd George for fulfillment of his 
ultimatum to Austen Chamberlain, 
according to a report In parliament¬ 
ary circles. If by then he has not 
received satisfactory assurances of 
the loyal support of the Coalition 
Conservatives, It is said, he will pre¬ 
sent to the King his resignation of 
the Premiership, which he is now 
figuratively carrying in his pocket. 

Private meetings of politicians yes¬ 
terday led to no announcement of 
developments tending toward a solu¬ 
tion of the crisis. One of them, in¬ 
deed, hardened the opposition of the 
"die-hard” Conservatives to Lloyd 
George's leadership. 

This meeting was held In a com¬ 
mittee room of the House of Com¬ 
mons. where more than eighty Con¬ 
servative members of the Commons 
and House of Lords adopted a resolu¬ 
tion affirming that “In order to re¬ 
store confidence throughout the coun¬ 
try, and with a view to the approach¬ 
ing general election, there is urgent 
need for re-assertion of the Conser¬ 
vative and Unionist principles." The 
meeting is reported further to have 
decided that the utmost should be 
done to hasten the formation of a 
Conservative-Unionist Government. 

The determination of Mr. Chamber- 
lain, Lord Chancellor Birkenhead and 
other Conservative leaders to stand 
by Mr. Lloyd George is unshaken,' 
and the steps they will take to bring, 
their followers into line are awaited 
with interest. When Mr. Chamber-' 
lallj speaks at Oxford to-night, it is 
generally expected he will make aj 
pronouncement bearing on the polit¬ 
ical crisis. 

Cabinet Met. 

The Cabinet met last night, but as 
far as can be ascertained, did not 
deal with the crisis, transacting only 
State business. 

The anti-coalition newspapers say 
the storm raised by the Premier's 
letter to Mr. Chamberlain became 
worse yesterday, while Lloyd George’s 
champions declare matters are some¬ 
what improved. All agree, however, 
that nothing approaching a settle¬ 
ment has been reached and that the 
difficulties remain acute. 

The Westminster Gazette charges 
that the situation is a manoeuvre by 
Mr. Lloyd (Jeorge to secure the lead¬ 
ership of the Conservative Party and 
contends tlicit If this is not the ob¬ 
ject of his letter to Chamberlain, It 
is gratuitous folly on his part. 


Cancellation of Preferential Shipping Agreement j 
Bound to Drive Japanese Orders For Lumber to 
This Province; Canadians Should Seize Opportunity 


NEW UNIVERSAL 
LANGUAGE FOR 
TRADE PREDICTED 


The order issued by the United States Shipping Board on 
March 1 requiring the complete cancellation by next July 1 of all 
contracts between Japanese steamship lines and the Chicago, Mil 
waukee & St. Paul and the Great Northern Railway Companies 
concerning preferential rates, opens a wide field of promising 
possibilities regarding commerce between British Columbia and 
Japan.

Ancient Usage. 

Ottawa, March 3. — (Canadian 
Press)—Ancient and honorable usage, 
harking back to the stirring tlmQS 
when Queen Elizabeth told her faith¬ 
ful Commons not to spend too much 
time in talking, will govern the 
handling of the House mace during 
the opening ceremonial of the first 
session of Canada's Fourteenth Par¬ 
liament. Spectators will watch with 
something of amusement while Col¬ 
onel Bowie. Sergeant-at-Arms, first 
places the mace under the table of 
the House, then across his arms and 
then over one shoulder, before finally 
permitting it to rest In its rack on 
the top of the Commons table itself. 
To the onlooker It is all highly en¬ 
tertaining, but one must not run 
away with the Idea that the Ser- 
geant-at-Arms is sloping arms, with 
trips to the Senate in the Intervals. 
Nor must it be thought that the cere¬ 
monial is all for entertainment or to 
show how easily he can handle the 
heavy gold symbol of Commons au¬ 
thority and dignity. It Is all in ac¬ 
cord with hoary precedent traceable 
back to the days when Queen Bess 
ruled in Britain—and sometimes ex¬ 
pressed her opinion of Parliament 
with disconcerting frankness. 

Over His Shoulder. 

Usage decrees that when the 
Speaker leads the Commons into the 
presence of the august 8enate. he 
must be preceded by the Sergeant-at- 
Arms, bearing the mace upright over 
his shoulder. But usage also decrees 
that Just after his election to the 
Speakership and before his election 
has been notified to the Governor- 
General in the Senate, the Speaker 
must be preceded to the Senate 
chamber by the Sergeant-at-Arnis 
bearing the mace, not upright across 
his shoulder, but across his arms. 
P*)t until after the Speaker has been 
confirmed in bis office and has been 
assured that the Governor-General 
will receive his words and action 
"with the most favorable construc¬ 
tion” is the mace borne upright. 

When a Parliament is convened 
and members are awaiting the direc¬ 
tion of the Governor-General to 
choose a Speaker, the place is placed 
under the table. And It remains 
there until a Speaker is elected. 


Belfast, March 3.—Max S. Green 
chairman of the Irish Prison Board, 
was shot and killed In Dublin to-day, 
a Dublin message announces.

Ottawa, March 3.— (Canadian 
Press)—Trade between Canada and 
China is constantly expanding, and 
the general trade outlook in China 
Is much improved over that of a year 
•go, according to the Canadian trad 3 
rommlssloner, J. W, Ross, of Shang¬ 
hai. The decisions of the Washing¬ 
ton Conference regarding China and 
the settlement of a number of vexed 
questions, Including that of Shan¬ 
tung and its port and railway ques¬ 
tions. will go far to encourage and 
stabilize business, says the commis¬ 
sioner. He states that Canadian 
umber is constantly being placed op 
the markets of China, while Can- 
idian flour, salted herring, butter, 
»pples and jams are in good de¬ 
mand, as is an extensive list of 
manufactured articles. Mr. Ross ad¬ 
vises an active selling and advertis¬ 
ing camoaien if trade is to be de- 
reloped in China. 


Saskatoon. March 3.—An Exhibi¬ 
tion Line street car carrying twenty 
passengers left the tracks at ths 
foot of the long hill on the Nutans 
side of the Saskatchewan River at 1 
p. m. to-day, ran off the bridge 
turned a complete somersault and 
landed on the bank thirty feet be¬ 
low. Three of the passengers were 
seriously injured, the others escap¬ 
ing with bruises. The car collapsed 
completely ns it struck, but the mo¬ 
mentum of the fall carried the heavy 
trucks over the heads of the passen¬ 
gers. Most of the passengers were 
able to clamber up the bank with¬ 
out assistance. "My brakes would 
not hold.” is the motorman's explan¬ 
ation. "She got away on me.”

The 
failure of George W. Kendrick III. & 
Company, of Philadelphia, was an¬ 
nounced from the rostrum of the 
New York Stock Exchange and the 
Consolidated Stock Exchange an¬ 
nounced the suspension of Charles 
A. Bertrand, of C. A. Bertrand & 
Company of this city. 

An involuntary bankruptcy peti¬ 
tion against C. A. Bertrand A Com¬ 
pany was filed in federal court. No 
estimate was made of tho liabilities 
and assets. 

Biggest Failure. 

Philadelphia, March 3.—The sus¬ 
pension of George W. Kendrick III. 
& Company, stock brokers, was an¬ 
nounced to-day. 

The suspension was regarded in 
local financial circles as ono of the 
most important of the scries of 
failures among stock brokers that 
has occurred here in the last two 
weeks. 

An involuntary petition in bank¬ 
ruptcy was filed In the United States 
district court to-day against L. A. 
Gerson & Company, stock brokers. 
No statement of the pliabilities was 
filed, but counsel for creditors said 
they would amount to $125,000 and 
the assets to about $55,000.

Madrid, March 3.—Doubt was ex¬ 
pressed here whether the blockade of 
the Moroccan region of Alhucemas 
by the Spanish forces had actually 
begun, as reported in Moroccan mes¬ 
sages yesterday, official confirmation 
of the reports still being lucking. 

The expiration of Spain's ultima¬ 
tum to Abed El Krim, the Moroccan 
rebel chieftain, demanding the re¬ 
lease of the Spanish prisoners, was 
generally supposed to have been 
reached, but some doubt has arisen 
as to whether the document conveyed 
to Abed El Krim by Dr. Casas, the 
Spanish army surgeon, bore in fact a 
definite time limit or If it merely de¬ 
manded the release of the prisoners 
with the greatest promptitude pos¬ 
sible. 


cently she enacted a law prohibiting 
the cutting of more than 200.000,000 
feet on her own timber lands over a 
number of years, her object being 
the preservation of her timber sup¬ 
plies. This assures that she will 
have to Import fully 900,000,000 feet 
of lumber a year. 

Already fifty per cent, of British 
Columbia’s lumber exports go to the 
Island Empire. If the Japanese im¬ 
porters reply to the order of the 
United States Shipping Board by con¬ 
fining their purchases to British Co¬ 
lumbia, they will absorb what 
amounts to more than one-half the 
present lumber output of British Co¬ 
lumbia. 

Would Afford Stimulus. 

More than that, a very large pro¬ 
portion of the Japanese lumber re¬ 
quirements consist of rough lumber, 
which cannot readily be profitably 
dihposed of in other markets. This 
would give a tremendous stimulus to 
the lumber Industry of British Co¬ 
lumbia and react most advantageous¬ 
ly upon the economic conditions in 
general. 

Other Canadian products also 
should benefit, and lt would seem that 
the moment Is ripe for Canadian ex¬ 
porters to press their wares upon the 
attention of the Importers of Japan. 

Incidentally, If the consequences of 
the order issued by the United States 
Shipping Board in their relation to 
the. lumber trade between the United 
States and Japan are as they might 
reasonably be expected to be, the Can¬ 
adian Government should at once put 
the Ogden Point docks in condition 
for shipping lumber from this Island, 
thereby helping this big movement to 
yield some return.

whose arrest was requested by the 
British consul. The police are still 
senrchlng for Bevan, who Is believed 
to have fled from London somotlme 
ago when the London firm fulled with 
la deficit of £3,000,000. 


New Zealand Will Not Main¬ 
tain Craft 

U. S. Immigration Incidents 
Stir New Zealanders 

(By Times Correspondent.) 

Wellington, N. Z., March 2.—The 
battlecruiser New Zealand, which 
visited Victoria and Vancouver and 
other Canadian ports In the year be¬ 
fore the Great War and which took 
part in the operations ugalnst the 
German fleet in the North Sea, is to 
be scrapped. 

Announcement to this effect was 
made by W. F. Massey, the New 
Zealand Prime Minister. He pointed 
out that although the gift to the 
British navy was no longer con¬ 
sidered an up-to-date fighting ship, 
the people of the Dominion must go 
on paying for her for 'he-~next eight 
years. 

Now Zealand, he added, had re¬ 
cently refused to take over the 
Union Islands and administer them, 
but instead she had agreed to police 
the South Pacific and for this pur¬ 
pose she was maintaining the 
cruiser Chatham, which was doing 
useful service In the South Seas. 
Beyond this ship and some minor 
craft New Zealand, he said, did not 
Intend to go at present. 

Feeling Against U. 8. 

Enforcement of the United States 
Immigration law is creating much 
bitterness both in New Zealand and 
Australia and protests to the United 
StAtes consuls are frequent. 

One case In particular, that of a 
commercial man offered a position 
with a leading oil company has been 
given wide prominence. This man 
went to San Francisco with pass¬ 
ports duly vised and everything in 
order. When he arrived he was. 
with twenty-nine other passengers, 
detained at Angel Islund with a lot of 
Asiatics. 

The food was uneatable, the pas¬ 
sengers wero locked in cages for 
examination and when the com¬ 
mercial man finally smuggled a note 
to the British consul he found that 
all hla other letters had been stolen. 

Ultimately he was released, on 
condition he would leave the country 
within ninety days. Ho refused as 
he had his position to consider. In 
consequence he was promptly ship¬ 
ped back to Australia and lost his 
position altogether. 

Lott Lift. 

Another case was that of the son 
of a wealthy’ Australian merchant 
who through blunders at Ellis Island, 
New York, was herded with diseased 
immigrants, caught fever and died. 
His parents are protesting to the 
United States* Government through 
the British Government. 

So keenly has feeling been aroused 
that wealthy Australians announce 
their Intention of ignoring the United 
States In future travel and going via 
Canada Instead, stating that they 
know that under the flag of the Em¬ 
pire they will be treated as human 
beings ought to be. 

Cable. 

When tho propoaal to duplicate the 
Pacific cable now operating from 
Banfleld. Vancouver Island, to New 
Zealand and Sydney. N. S. W.. cornea 
up for decision it Is expected that 
New Zealand will put In a claim for 
a branch extension to Samoa. The 
Idea Is that this should he effected by 
an automatic relay station dividing 
tho existing long stretch of cable be¬ 
tween Fanning Island and Suva. 

The landing station will be located 
near Apia, the capital of Samoa, New 
Zealand's Interest in the project 
arises from the fact that she now 
holds the mandate for Samoa. 

Under the new arrangement the 
speed sending on the cable will he 
considerably increased. 

It Is also proposed to connect Fan¬ 
ning Island with Honolulu and thence 
to San Francisco, but this stretch of 
cable will he used only for American 
traffic, which now goes north to Van¬ 
couver by land lines. This alterna¬ 
tive route will of course be available 
In case of a break-down on the all- 
Red cable. 

Butter. 

New Zealand’s failure to capture 
the Canadian butter market during 
the off season, when great quantities 
are Imported into Canada from the 
United States, Is the subject of com¬ 
ment frem a leading Canadian busi¬ 
ness man Charles B. Jones, Victoria, 
B. C., In interviews he has given the 
New Zealand newspapers. 

He points out that New Zealand 
butter is superior to the American, 
and that if Canadians could get it 
during the Winter months they 
would prefer It. Incidentally he says 
that the New Zealand farmer, because i 
of the superior climate, can produce 
butter more cheaply than the Can-| 
adlan farmer and thus compete with 
him. But Mr. Jones thinks If the New 
Zealand farmer supplied Canada 
when the Canadian farmer was not 
doing it that would he sufficient. 

The visitor complained of the lack 
of enterprise In New Zealand in the 
way of making the country known. 
If only tho Canadian or American 
knew what w f as to be had In the way 
of enjoyable trips and pleasant re¬ 
sorts he would come over in thou¬ 
sands. 

Trade. 

On the subject of the New Zealand 
tariff recently amended. Mr. Jones 
pointed out that It afforded a great 
opportunity to Canada to expand her 
trade at the expense of the United 
States, which now did a big tradf 
with the Dominion. Canada already 
had a trade agreement, hut there was 
no doubt It could be improved, and 
the New Zealand tariff afforded the 
opportunity. 

NOVA SCOTIA IS ' 

TO CHANGE ITS 

RULE OF ROAD 

Halifax, March 8.—The Nova 
Scotia Legislature opened the sec¬ 
ond session of the thirty-seventh 
general assembly of the province 
yesterday afternoon. 

LIeut.-Governor M&cC&llum Grant 
read the opening speech. Forecast 
of legislation in it was brief and of 
apparently small moment. It In¬ 
cluded an announcement that a bill 
to change the rule of the road would 
be Introduced. Nova Scotia at 
present “drives to the left.” 

The speech referred to & general 
depression in all Industries, but ex¬ 
pressed the belief that the outlook 
for the future was hopeful.

Leaders Talk of Breaking 
Away From Australia 

(By Times Correspondent) 

Melbourne. March 2.—Tasmania Is 
so dissatisfied with the taxation she 
pays under the Federal Government 
that many of her political leaders 
are thinking of withdrawal from the 
Commonwealth. 

T. Murdoch, a member of the Leg¬ 
islative Council of the State, started 
the trouble in a speech made on the 
occasion of the departure of the Gov¬ 
ernor. who resigned largely on the 
ground that his salary did not meet 
expenses. Mr. Murdoch pointed out 
that the Federation got $15,000,000 
In taxation and gave little or noth¬ 
ing in return. 

Because of this and the Federal 
enactments regarding wages. Tas¬ 
mania’s industries were suffering 
heavily. Also the new navigation 
laws had led the shipping companies 
to withdraw vessels In the Tasmanian 
trade. 

’’The State will have to get relief 
from these disabilities," said Mr. Mur¬ 
doch, “or It must go under. The al¬ 
ternative Is to leave the Common¬ 
wealth.” 

It Is expected, however, that Tas¬ 
mania will get a hearing before she 
is allowed to take so serious a step. 

Ships* 

Givlng facts and figures showing 
that tho Government-owned steam¬ 
ships which were bought and built 
during the war. far from being the 
failure they were alleged to be, 
actually made profits in five years 
amounting to $17,500,000, Premier 
Hughes said the critics of Govt'tu- 
ment ownership of shipping in Aus¬ 
tralia were completely confounded. 

Not only had the ships been paid 
for, but they had made a handsome 
profit for the country as well. In 
addition to this benefit they had in¬ 
volved the expenditure of $7,000,000 
in wages to Australian seamen and 
many more millions in the purchase 
of supplies here which would other¬ 
wise have been bought in Britain or 
elsewhere. 

The fleet now comprises twenty- 
six vessels, of which the latest built 
are some of the finest in the trade. 

T rade. 

After an embargo of seven years 
Australia will resume trade relations 
with Germany and other ex-enemy 
countries as from August 1, 1922. 

• The Federal Parliament decided 
that the time had arrived when Aus¬ 
tralian importers would be allow'ed to 
bring In German goods. Incidentally 
It is hoped that Germany will buy 
some Australian goods In view of the 
world-wide toss of purchasing power 
amongst Australia’s best customers. 

A German consul. It Is expectod, 
will be appointed here beforo the end 
of the year. 

One feature of the relations bo- 
tween the two countrlos will not re¬ 
appear. however. That is the fine 
fleet of German steamships which 
used to ply between Sydney and 
Hamburg, and which gave British 
shipping companies the keenest of 
competition. 

Measures are to be taken to pre¬ 
vent unfair German competition In 
the future. 

FEWER UNEMPLOYED. 

London, March 8.—There was a 
decrease of nearly 29,000 In the num¬ 
ber of unemployed in this country 
-during the week ended February 21, 
and 7,000 during the week previous, 
according to official figures just 
made public. This left 1,800,000 still 
unemployed.

Captain Harbord Reports on 
Trip to Ottawa 

Federal Government Ministers have 
given definite assurance that action 
would b© taken forthwith in connec¬ 
tion with the affairs of the Victoria 
(B.C.) Shipowners Limited shipyard 
here and the partly completed vessels 
whose frames have been lying bleach¬ 
ing In the weather since work ceased 
in the local ahipyard months ago. 

Captain M. D. Uarboard reported to 
the above effect at a full meeting of 
the Board here yesterday. He re¬ 
turned from his trip to Ottawa on 
Sunday, and the directors were called 
together to hear the result of Cap¬ 
tain Harbords mission. 

On behalf of the shareholders and 
creditors. Captain Harbord inter¬ 
viewed the Federal authorities, sug¬ 
gesting that if the Government would 
take care of the small shareholders 
and pool the bigger shareholders 
something might be done. If the 
Government would proceed to com¬ 
plete the one vessel which is now well 
on the way to completion and would 
take care of the contractors commit¬ 
ments a double purpose would be 
served in that another vessel would 
he put afloat for a comparatively 
small additional outlay, and a good 
deal of work would bo created. As 
the Dominion Government was sub¬ 
sidizing the Municipalities to relieve 
Unemployment. Captain Harbord said 
he emphasized the opportunity fot 
assisting in the local situation. 

A very sympathetic hearing was 
gi ven the Shipowners’ case. Captain 
Harbord reports, and the Govern¬ 
ment is apparently anxious to have 
the whole matter cleared up definitely 
In one way or another. Just what 
the action will be none can conject¬ 
ure at present, but Captain Harbord 
Is hopeful that one vessel at least 
trill be completed. No hint wus giv¬ 
en, however, as to what the Govern¬ 
ment’s plans might be. 

Automobile Ferry. 

While in Ottawa Captain Harbord 
also took up, on behalf of the Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce, the question of 
building ferry slips at Mill Bav and 
l’atricia Bay for the purpose o t per¬ 
mitting the operation of an automo¬ 
bile car-ferry between these two 
points, which would obviate the 
necessity of going over the Malahat. 
The entire scheme was outlined by 
Captain Harbord, and since hla re¬ 
turn the local representatives of the 
Federal departments having the mat¬ 
ter in hand have been supplied with 
all the information necessary in or¬ 
der fully to investigate the matter 
for report to Ottawa. 

Captain Harbord is well known as 
a prominent dog fancier, and on his 
trip Fast he attended the big Ken¬ 
nel Shows. He wus met at Winni¬ 
peg by J. C. Taylor, the prominent 
Kennel man and he also attended the 
Canadian Kennel Club’s annual din¬ 
ner and meeting in Toronto. While 
in Ottawa he uttended the Dog Show 
there, lie also interviewed the Min¬ 
ister of Agriculture on the question 
of opening up a stud book for one 
year for three generation dogs. The 
suggestion will be dealt with.

ATLANTIC SALMON 
WILL BE HATCHED 
AT C0WICHAN LAKE 

Vancouver, March 8.—In order to 
introduce the Atlantic species of 
salmon to Pacific waters. 500,000 
Atlantic salmon eggs have been con¬ 
signed from Ontario hatcheries to 
the Cowichan Lake hatchery on 
Vancouver Island, according to word 
which was given out at the offices 
of the Dominion Department of 
Fisheries here. 

Previous experiments with this 
variety of salmon eggs have con¬ 
vinced the members of the fisheries 
department here that they thrive 
sufficiently to warrant introduction 
on a large scale to British Columbia 
coastal waters. Whan fully grown 
these salmon average about five or 
six pounds in weight. 


' The question of a re-hearing rests 
entirely with the Department at Ot¬ 
tawa,” said Capt. J. D. Macpherson, 
when asked to-day whether he pro¬ 
posed to make any recommendations 
for the re-openlng of the S. S. Can¬ 
adian Importer inquiry us a result of 
the discovery of the ship's carpenter, 
Hugh McGill, whose evidence rela¬ 
tive to the sounding of the tanks.

' I have made no recommendations.” 
addetl Capt. Macpherson. "I have for¬ 
warded newspapers containing the 
account of the location of McGill to 
the Department of Marine and I am 
sending a letter containing all the 
detuils that have come to my notice 
regarding the latest developments In 
the case.’’ 

"If the Department deems It neces¬ 
sary to go further into the investi¬ 
gation. 1 shall receive my Instruc¬ 
tions In due course and will act ac¬ 
cordingly.” 

The wreck commissioner stated 
that he had no intention of visiting 
McGill in 8t. Joseph’s hospital. He 
took tho view that, should the Gov- 
ernment order a re-hearing of the 1 
Importer case, the former ship's | 
carpenter would he available to give 
his testimony. 

Important. 

Capt. Macpherson. however, ad¬ 
mitted that the report of McGill, 
whose duty It was to take dally 
soundings of the ship's tanks and 
bilges, might have an important 
bearing on the case. The tank-book. 
It will be recalled, could not be pro¬ 
duced at the Investigation for the 
perusal of the commissioners. 

If the Department decides on the 
re-opening of tho case in view of the 
new developments, it will mean a. 
complete re-hearing of the evidence.

The bid whs $115.8*3. with 
j the guarantee that the work would 
be completed in forty-two days. The 
contract means a material increase in 
the force of the Todd plant on Har- | 
bor Island, now employing 300 men. I 

The bids were opened Monday and 
were cabled to the headquarters of 
the Royal Mail Steam Packet Com¬ 
pany in l,nndon. England, by Col. E. 
J. M. Nash, Pacific Coast manager of 
the great British shipping corpora¬ 
tion. He received a cablegram from 
London to accept the Todd bid and 
immediately notified President C. W. 
Wiley of the Todd Company. 

Local Firms Bid. 

Six other Pacific Coast yards sub¬ 
mitted bids, but all were much 
higher than the Todd tender. The 
six follow*: Yarrows.

“The general opinion expressed by 
the best informed people with whom 
I came in contact, both In Canada and 
the United Stales, was that business 
conditions were at what might be 
considered their low point, and that, 
commencing in the early Spring, there 
would be a steady improvement in 
business conditions," he said.

In addition, there are several insur¬ 
ance conventions to be held In West 
ern Canada which will be attended lv 
a large number of people from thr 
United States. 

"Tha transcontintal railways have 
announced special Summer tourls* 
rates at very attractive figures t 
and from the Pacific Coast. Thesr 
rates will take effect early In May 
and it Is expected that a largely in 
creased tourist traffic will result. 

Back to Normal. 

“Our annual passenger conference 
took place this year at New York 
There were about 75 of our repre 
sentatives in Canada and the Unitec 
States present.
